How Chinese Use
Modern Machinery

(Copyright, 10, by Frank G, Carpenter.)

SHANGHAIL Sept, 10, 1900,—(8peclal Cor-
respondence of The Bee.)—The biggest cot-
ton factory of the Chinese empire is here
at Shanghal, 1L Lelopgs to LI Hung Chang,
Sbeng, the director of rallways, and other
wealthy Chinamen. It has a capital of
2,000,000 taels and It 18 a mill which would
be enormous in the United States. [Its
buildings cover sixty acres, it employs 6,000
workmen and it s now turnlng out 1,000
pleces of cloth and 80,000 pounds of cotton
yvarn every twenty-four hours. The factory
runs day and night. It has two shifts of
workmen, each of which puts in eleven hours
and a half, so that it is busy twenty-three
heurs out of every twenty-four. The mill
has fifty looms and 90,000 spindles and its
machinery is as modern and up-to-date as
that of any cotton factory of Massachusetts,
This factory Is run entirely on Chinese
capital. It Is fed on cotton grown in China
and Its employes, men and women, are, with
one or two exceptions, Chinese,

This mill 15 the first of China's great cot-
ton factories. It I8 not the only one by any
means, There ure cight others here at
Shanghal. There s one at SBoochow, one at

Hang Chow and two at Wuchang, 800 miles
up the Yangtse. There is another at Hong
Kong and as soon as this war 18 over others
will start up in different parts of the empire.
The Japanese have bought some ground
bere [or a factory, the Germans own some
of the factories already running and the
probability 18 that both forelgners and
Chinese will now enter the race to supply
the Chinese millions with cotton goods
manufactured on thelr own soll.

At present there are In central China
more than 378,000 spindles running and over
526,000 projected.

Bullt by an American,

This great mill of Sheng and LI Hung
Chang was bullt by an American. Li and
Sheng planned It seventeen years ago, but
it was a long tlme before they could get
the machinery made and the mill into
operation. It was found that the short-
staple cotton would not work with the ordl-
nary American machinery and it had to be
adapted especially to it. This was done by
Mr. W. Danforth, a Massachusetts man, who
came out here at the Instance of the com-
pany and was sent back to the United

It waus with Mr, Danforth that I went over

the mill. He tells me he ls the only Ameri-
can connected with it and that in all the
elght cotton wills of Bhapehal not more

than a dozen forelgners are cmployed, al-
though they use something ke 25,000 hands

Shen and LI Hung Chang have another mill
In which there Is but one forelgner, two
other Chinese millg use forvigners as con

sulting enginecrs only and in the factories
run by forelgn capital there are, as a rule,
not more than three or four foreign work
men.

Chinese Factory Glrls,

It has been found that the Chinese are
the equils of sny people of the world s
factory hands. Mr. Danforth tells me that
they learn quickly to handle mucbinery and
that many could take their places
mills and hold thelr own The foremen
understand how to control the hands and
the work Is thoroughly organized A bt
three-fourths of the cinployes are women
and children, 1 went through room afler
room filled with glrls weaving and spinning
Some of the women had brought their
babies with them. One 1 remembor had
lald her almond-eyed little one in a basket
between her knees as she worked., Th
baby was quiet and s cheoks broke ot
into dimples as | tlekled it

The ftactory glrls work from 6 ta 6, with
a half hour at noon for luncheon.  They
ride to the mill on wheelbarrows, a half
dozen gitting on the same barrow, leaning
back to back agalnst the wheel, which
comes up through the center of the vehicl

I asked as to thelr wages and was told
that the average was 28 cents in sllver, or
14 cents In our mwoney & day. The poorest
do not get more than L conts a day, while
very skillful workmen and workwomen
make as much as $25 gold 0 month. Sach
cages are very few. PPourteen cents o day
13 just a Httle over 1 cont an hour, and
many of these girle do not earn oven half o
cont per hour. The night shift th
fnme as the day shift, the workwomen
changing off with each other and working
alternately all night or all day for o weok
ut a time.

At the cloge of the war with Japan, when
a oumber of the new mills were bullt,
wages rose, There was a strike or two ang
the average went up to an amount hore
conaldered enormous, or from 17 to 20 conts
of our money per day, Since then they
bave fallen to their present level, but they

The cotton is ginned here in different wn
chines than in Ameriea. A preat deal of It
Is ginned before It comes to the fuctory In
rude hand wringers. In the factory small
steel Japnnese ging are employed,  These
are about one-fourth the size of onr modern
machines, but they will not do one-elghth
s much work, They are run by stewm and
are handled by men and boys
